1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 07/12/2004 amendment in the 
appUcation of Ma et al. for a "ITU H.450.1 based ITU H.323 SCP method and apparatus" filed 
06/30/2000. The proposed amendment to the claims and response have been entered and made 
of record. Claims 11-12 have been cancelled per applicant's request, and Claims 1, 4, 6-8 have 
been amended. The claims have been amended to better point out and more distinctly claim 
subject matter comprising the invention. 

4. Claims 1-10, 13 are allowable as evident by applicant's amendment (Claims are 
renumbered as 1-11 respectively). 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a no obvious improvement over the prior art of record. 
The improvement comprises: wherein, in a case in which the AIN supplementary services are 
related to an existing ITU H.323 call, the ITU H.225 FACILITY message is a user-to-user 
information element (UUEE) including one or more of a setup-UUIE, a connect-UUIE and a 
release Complete-UUIE, as specifically recited in claims. The instant invention, in combination 
with the other claimed features, improves upon the Prior Art by providing a method and system 
for providing AIN supplementary services between an ITU H.323 endpoint and a SCP having 
SLPs and TCAP protocol support.
